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“Bouncing Radio” Will Give 


Storm-Proof Communication 


O UR railroad will soon apply 10 the 
Federal Communications Commis. 
sion for a license to operate a micro- 
wave installation hetween Dunsmuir 
and Black Butte, California, most Spec- 
tacular such installation on any rail- 
road in the United States, according to 
J. W. Corbett, vice president in charge 
of System operations, 


Work on the installation will begin 
as soon as FCC approval is granted, 
but because snowfall in that area 
usually is heavy in winter the job may 
not be completed until next spring, in 
opinion of A. E. DeMattci, superin- 
tendent of communications, 

The installation of this beamed line- 
of-siyht type of radio, which is intended 
to replace communication wires, will be 
unique in that the microwave beams 
will be bounced twice off refectors and 
repeated once near the mid-way point 
in order to climb into and out of the 
canyon of the Sacramento River and 
dodge around the spectacular cinder- 
cone mountain at Black Butte, DeMat- 
tei explains. 

The microwave is expected not only 
to give 100 per cent reliability to com- 
munications in the worst weather, but 
also to require far less maintenance 
than the present wire lines. DeMattei 
says a minimum installation would have 
capacity for at least 24 voice channels, 
each voice channel being capable of 
carrying 16 teletype channels at a time, 
enabling the. simultaneous transmission 
of 384 teletype messages—if we ever 
need that many at a time, Capacity 
will be expandable, if we need more. 

There will be microwave terminals 
and towers at Dunsmuir and Black 
Batte, repeater station and tower at the 
city of Mt.. Shasta, and two large re- 
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flectors mounted in concrete at line-of- 
sight points, bouncing the waves at 
almost 90-degree angles to get around 
obstructions. 

All installations will be stout enough 
to withstand the heaviest storms, De- 
Mattei says. 

As soon as the microwave has proved 
its dependability, the plan is to take 
down the railroad’s communications 
wires in this rugged mountain area. 

Dunsmuir also scored a “first” when 
a radar type fault finder was installed 
there more than six years ago to help 
linemen locate wire trouble.

THE CABINET REPORT MEANS 


MORE FOR 


Who Says So? 


POR the first time in a generation a 
| thorough study of the U.S, transpor- 
tation system has been made by a com- 
mittee of Cabinet rank appointed ‘by 
the President. Soon Congress will de 
cide, after proper hearings, whether to 
convert findings of that study into law. 

The controversial bill will have a far- 
reaching effect upon the security of ratl- 
road jobs, and all of us should have 
an understanding of its basie points. 

The Committee was headed by S 
retary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks. 
Other members: Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson, Director of Defense 
Mobilization Arthur S. Flemming, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey, Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson, and Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget Rowland R. 
Hughes. They were assisted by out- 
standing experts. 


Their report when issued was unani- 
mous. 

Of the report President Eisenhower 
has said: “There are details that will 
give rise to a lot of discussion . . . but 
1 think the ‘basic principles are com: 
mendable, Certainly 1 approve of them 
perfectly, andthe purposes they -.an- 
nounce.”

conimittes has said. The common car- 
riers—by rail, highway, water and air 
—not only compete with each other bat 
have lost a large part of the transpor- 
tation business to private carricrs or 10 
contract carriers, both of whom are far 
less ‘regulated. 

The President’s committee proposes 
that some of the out-of-date restrictions 


be removed from the common carriers’ 


so they can price their services more 
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nearly in line with the cost of perform- 
ing the services, and also to meet com- 
petition—the rates still to he subject 
to reasonable minimums and maxi- 
mums, however. The common carriers, 
in the opinion of the committee, are the 
backbone of the nation’s transportation, 
and need to be strengthened,

LOWER costs 
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Proposal of the Cabinet Committee is 
that some powers of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission be revised, so that 
pricing and services will be controlled 
more hy the natural forces of competi- 
tion and less by government. regulation. 


This would allow each form of trans- 
portation to compete more freely for the 
kind of work it can do best, and would 
benefit the American people as a whole 
by making transportation more efficient, 
the committee asserts.

RACING THE SUN! 


UR northbound “Lark” recently 

cut a half-hour off its running 
time from Los Angeles to become an 
earlier bird in San Francisco, but a 
half-hour later by the sun. 

While California was Tunning on 
Daylight Saving Time the “Lark” 
was scheduled to arrive in San Fran- 
cisco at 9 a.m, Daylight Time, 8 a.m., 
Standard Time. Because of the pow. 
ful diesel locomotives on the 
Lark” it was possible to speed up 
the schedule, September: 25. ‘The 
train now arrives at 8:30 am., by 
everyone’s clocks.

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$7 Million to be Spent for 
Centralized Traffic Control 


UR RAILROAD will convert another 

114 miles of track in southern Cali- 
fornia to the ultra-modern Centralized 
Traffic Control system, at an estimated 
cost of nearly $7,000,000 for the entire 
project, President D..J. Russell has an- 
nounced. 

Under the system, known as CTC, 
delays to trains in meeting and passing 
each other at sidings on single track are 
greatly reduced, and capacity of single 
track is increased up to 75 per cent. 

Centralized Traffic Control is a method 
of dispatching trains in CTC-equipped 
areas-without use of written train ord- 
ers. The train wheels act as “electric 
switches” to create electric circuits be- 
tween rails far out on the line and thus 
send electric impulses to the dispatch- 
er’s office to light electric lights on a 
track chart over his desk, showing him 
on which section of track the train is. 
The same impulses actuate pens that 
write on a chart which moves by clock- 
work across the dispatcher’s desk, giv- 
ing him a time record of al} train move- 
ments in his CTC territory. 


Fingertip Control 
With this knowledge before him the 
dispatcher then operates wayside signals 
and track switches by remote control~ 
through small levers and pushbuttons 
on his desk. It is not unusual for his 
control to be so exact that trains mov- 
ing in opposite directions on single 
tracks can meet and pass at long sid- 
ings without either train coming to a 
halt. 
The new CTC will extend from Ther- 
mal, just east of Indio, to Yuma, Ariz. 
Contro! point will be at Beaumont, loca- 
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tion of the dispatchers who now control 
existing CTC traffic between Los An- 
geles and Indio. 

Work on the new CTC stretch is start- 
ing at once and is scheduled for comple- 
tion next June 1. The project will 
include construction of about 9 miles 
of second main track from west end 
of Indio to east end of Thermal siding. 


In Busy Area 

The Thermal-Yuma stretch lies in 
heavy ireight and passenger traffic terri- 
tory, and the CTC installation will facili- 
tate movement of this traffic which 
includes eastbound trains of perishable 
products and westward ore trains to 
Fontana, California. The entire project 
js within our recently reestablished 
Yuma Division. 

Sixteen controlled sidings will be 
spaced along the 114-mile CTC stretch. 
Each will be about 9,000 feet long, some 
2,000 feet longer than present sidings. 
The extra length will allow trains as 
long as 125 cars to enter the sidings 
and pass opposing trains without stop- 
ping. 

Time-Spaced 

The sidings, which can be used in 
either direction, are to be about 7% 
miles apart, They are located on a time- 
spacing basis for faster operation, rather 
than on a distance basis. 

The existing 6%4 miles of double track 
approaching Yuma will be equipped 
with CTC so that trains may operate 
in either direction on either track at 
maximum authorized speed. 

Simultaneously with this CTC project, 
it is planned to provide sidings of 
greater length in Colton-Indio area.

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HAULING FREIGHT OVER “THE HILL" WITH OUR MODERN DIESEL POWER 


Sacramento Diutscon 


Spectacular is the Word 
For Sierra Railroading 


S THE 97-car freight train eased 

slowly out of Roseville on the east- 
hound track, Conductor Herman Schrei- 
man hoarded Caboose No. 1197, greeted 
his rear brakeman, R. E. Rutler, with 
the easy camaraderie of long association, 
and picked up the radio telephone for 
contact with lis engineer Roy Calvin 
almost a mile away at the head end. 

Another run over the “hill” had be- 
gun. A run that would take this mod- 
ern freight train, powered by eight 
diesel units, over the crags and moun- 
tains of the Sierra to Sparks, on the 
same survey lines laid out by SP engi- 
neers in the 1860’s when our railroad 
was first being built. 

Brakeman Rutler climbed into the 
cupola, stretched his long Jength along 
the Teather seat and peered out the 
high window at the swaying box cars 
in front of him, Children on their way 
home for lunch waved and he smiled 
as he noticed several of them counting 
the passing cars on their fingers. 


Schreiman lit a narrow cigar and sat 
at his desk. “Got a heavy load,” he 
said. “Canned goods, lumber, wine, 
sugar, cotton.” Smoke curled around 
his head as he observed, “That's 4,986 
lous of cargo.” 

The three-unit diesel “helper” engine 
located in front of the caboose roared 
as they neared Rocklin, From here until 
teaching Norden (elev. 6891 ft.) the 
train would be climbing steadily up- 
ward—-a distance of 81 miles. 

The miles fell behind; shafts of 
autumn sunshine came through the cup- 
ola windows as the freight wound 
through tranquil countryside. In the 
distance were large orchards of pears, 
plums and peaches. 

“You know,” Schreiman said, “We 
do a good business in this country. 
Three locals work three months a year 
hauling that fruit to Roseville for move- 
ment in through trains.” 

Herman is:a wiry little man with a 
gentle smile and a peppery-soft voice 
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who joined SP in 1912 as a signal main- 
tainer at Truckee. His entire career 
has been spent with the Sacramento 
Division, 

The train entered a tunnel and soon 
Caboose No. 1197 was plunged into a 
darkness relieved only by the red glow 
of Schreiman’s cigar. Behind, the golden 
archway of the tunnel entrance shrank 
into a pinpoint as the train rushed 
deeper into the mountain. Magnified 
roaring of the diesel units just ahead 
filled the interior of the caboose. (It 
was no place for a claustrophobiac.) 
After awhile pale light began to flicker 
against the tunnel roof and sides; and 
suddenly the caboose leaped into bright 
sunshine again, the green of the trees 
looking incredibly lovely after the mid- 
night-black of the tunnel, 


A Masterpiece 

There are 39 tunnels between Rose- 
ville and Truckee. One of them is an 
engineering masterpiece. Located on 
the other side of Norden it runs straight 
as a ruler for over 10,000 feet. When 
the tunnel was built, two teams of men 
began operations on opposite sides of 


Superintendent of the Sacramento Division is

the mountain and they met in the 
center, with just a few inches difference 
between the center lines. 

President D. J. Russell, then assistant 
engineer, was assigned to the double- 
tracking of this line over the Sierra in 
the mid 1920's, 

Beyond the little village of Colfax 
the train rounded a long curve and for 
the first lime since leaving Roseville, 
the men in the caboose were able to 
glimpse the head end, way off to the 
right moving among tall pine trees, 

In a few minutes the caboose rumbled 
past Cape Horn, where in 1866 fearless 
Chinamen were lowered down the steep 
bluffs in baskets to the grade line, where 
they worked against the solid rock and 
shale, dangling on ropes with the Amer- 
ican River Canyon 1200 feet below them. 

Ahead, the diesels throbbed steadily, 
pulling the long freight over the route 
the Cliinamen ‘helped to build almost 
90 years ago. 

“Feels Hike it might snow,” “Rutler. 
said, rubbing his ‘Hands and glancing 
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at the darkening skies. During the 
winter this area is blanketed by heavy 
snow, Our efficient snow fighting crews 
and modern equipment are kept busy 
then. 


Good Hunting 


“That’s good deer hunting country,” 
Herman observed, pointing across the 
mountains. “I go in there every season.” 

In the late afternoon the easthound 
train reached Norden, and Herman 
checked his watch, nodding his satisfac- 
tion. “Making good time.” 

Here, inside a mammoth snow shed, 
the diesel helper was uncoupled and 
returned to Roseville. From now on 
until reaching Sparks, it would be all 
down grade for the freight. 

Herman walked down the line and 
checked with his swing brakeman, Cecil 
Bartlett, and with Owen Brewer, head 
brakeman. Everything was in apple pie 
order. He returned to the caboose, picked 
up the radio, said, “Okay, let’s roll,” to 
the engineer, and Jit another cigar. 


Seenic Country 


The freight started smoothly and 
picked up speed as it snaked down- 
ward. On the left, historic Donner Lake 
gleamed through the pines deep in its 
Alpine setting. Here in 1846 most of 
the Donner Party perished in the snow 
after dire privations. The three mile- 
Jong lake was choppy today and no boat 
had ventured out. 

The freight was rolling along now;

with Caboose No. 1197 being pulled be- 
hind; past Truckee, Hinton, Floriston 
and Mystic without slackening speed; 
crisserossing the turbulent Truckee 
River; and finally crossing the border 
into Nevada and the neon city of Reno. 

Schreiman, Rutler and Bartlett washed 
their hands and faces in cold water, and 
stood on the rear platform as the train 
rolled slowly into Sparks. 

“Steak for me tonight,” Bartlett said, 
lighting the pipe that’s always in his 
mouth, 


End of Line 


Arriving at the Sparks yard at dusk 
the freight cut diagonally past several 
other trains and gradually came to a 
stop. It was the end of the line for 
Conductor Schreiman and his crew. The 
freight train would be taken further east

by members of the Salt Lake Division. 

After checking in at the yard office, 
Schreiman, Rutler, Bartlett and Brewer 
hurried to a nearby steakhouse. They 
would be heading back across the “hill” 
first thing in the morning. 

“Good run today,” Herman com- 
mented. “Hope it doesn’t snow tomor- 
row.” zs, 

Schreiman and his brakemen have 
worked together for seven years, They 
know their jobs so well they make the 
task of crossing the “hill” seem easy. 
But knowing railroad men say the 
stretch between Rocklin and Norden is 
one of the toughest along our lines, 
Especially in winter when the snow 
seems to pour unendingly from the 
skies, 

Herman and his crew, with their 
fondness for steaks, tobacco, and their 
love of the mountains, are but a tiny 
segment of the Sacramento Division, 
with its nearly 5,000 employes. But 
these four men, along with thousands 
of others, are as important to the Com- 
pany as blood vessels to a human being. 
Without the parts, the whole would be 
unable to function. 


Cradle of SP 


The Sacramento Division, cradle of 
the SP, is the hub of the wheel of the 
Pacific System, acting as a receiving 
and distributing center for traffic radi- 
ating in-four directions, The division 
has a total mileage of 650 miles and 
shipments from its various points con- 
sist of lumber, perishables, sugar beets, 
sugar, lime rock, gravel, and other com- 
modities. Superintendent of the divi- 
sion is Robert Miller, who rose from 
brakeman to his present position in 
Jess than 14 years, Father of three young 
sons, he is respected for his knowledge 
of railroading and is admired for his 
knowledge of men. He is. progressive, 
confident, and like so many of our

BREAKING all passenger-carrying 
records on our railroad are ten 
two-level streamlined coaches on the San 
Francisco Peninsula commute runs. 
Placed in service in June and July, 
they are giving their 500,000th smooth, 
air conditioned ride to some eom- 
muter this month, 

Purchase of the cars was made neces- 
sary by the growing load on rush-hour 
trains, which could not be lengthened 
further, The only way to expand was 
upward. Now the 51 seats on the 
“balcony” level are the most popular 
seats in the commute fleet. The new 
cars’ can seat 145 persons each—and 
usually do—compared with maximum of 
96 on our largest other commute cars. 

Interior decor.and finish are in pastel 
colors and unpainted stainless steel. 
‘Seats are padded with foam rubber cov- 
ered with plastic. Passengers can ‘leave 
or enter three abreast .by. the center 
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doors, All doors are air-operated. As 
result of our pre-purchase survey among 
commuters, the cars have parcel racks, 
electric water cooler and a washroom 
in each car. Usually they are hauled 
by diese] locomotives. 

Until recently a maximum of nine of 
these cars could handle the load on 
the two heaviest loaded trains, but now 
all ten of the cars are used in train 121 
which leaves San Jose for San Francisco 
at 6:43 each week-day morning, and 
train 130 which leaves San Francisco 
at 5:14 each week-day evening. Five of 
the cars also make an extra round trip 
each on off-peak hour trains week days. 


Toye 
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In full swing now are community 
fund-raising drives throughout our 
railroad. Volunteer solicitors have 
been working diligently, giving freely 
of their time. Thus far, reports indi- 
cate that this year’s results may even 
surpass those of 1954. Areas where 
drives are being held are E] Paso, 
Tucson, Phoenix, Yuma, Los An- 
geles, Indio, San Diego, Fresno, Bak- 
ersfield, San Francisco Bay Area, 
Sacramento, Santa Clara County, 


WatsonvilleSalinas Area, Klamath 
County, Eugene, Portland and Ogden. 

In the General Office, which is 
included in the Bay Area United 
Crusade Campaign, the drive was 
begun earlier than most. Results 
there October 1] showed 91 per cent 
of the employes had participated, 
averaging $12.77, which added up to 
85 per cent of quota.

FTER 42 years with the railroad, 

Robert McDowell retired Septem:

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Car Body 


How We Cushion Cars 
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“iydroutic Piping 
oritide | etering Pin 
LTHOUGH careful handling is the 
most important way to protect 
shipments, our railroad is also spending 
a large amount of money on protective 
devices, one of them being a cushioning 
device soon to be built into 350 of the 
new box cars to be constructed at our 
Sacramento General Shops. 

This revolutionary new safeguard for 
cars and shipments was developed by 
our railroad in cooperation with Stan- 
ford Research Institute. 

Under this system of protection the 
car couplers are attached to a car- 
length sill that “floats” inside the fixed 
car underframe. Movements of the float- 
ing sill in relation to the car body are 
slowed by the braking action of a hy- 
drafriction unit which is the heart of 
the device. The strength of the break- 
ing action is controlled automatically 
so that it is in direct proportion to the 
impact on either coupler. * 

The schematic drawing on this page 
may help explain the device. This is a 
drawing of the pilot model now “under 
test. Later plans have heen modified to 
eliminate unnecessary piping. 

The device as shown above has ‘been 
built into car SP 110249. Movements

of this car along our lines for almost 
a year have been watched closely by 
the Freight Protection and Mechanical 
Research Departments. Results te date 
indicate excellent performance in pro- 
tecting lading of high damage poten- 
tial. 

When the floating sill (marked “draft 
sill” in the drawing) moves in relation 
to the car body, the inclined plane 
compresses the oil reservoir, The oi] 
pressure thus developed is transmitted 
through the pipe to the brake cylinder, 
squeezing the brake plates tighter to- 
gether and thus slowing the motion of 
the sill Amount of the oil pressure is 
yaried according to the speed of im- 
pact and the weights of cars and their 
loads, this control being effected by the 
hydraulic metering pin, 

The “return spring” also serves to 
absorb part of the impact on the 
coupler, The spring returns the draft 
sill and couplers to normal position 
after the impact. 

Result—the shock of cars being 
coupled together is absorbed to con- 
siderable extent by the moving sill with 
its return spring, and by the brake. 
The car body feels only a fraction of 
the impact. “

6srPVHE goodwill of our patrons, 

which is our most valuable asset, 
ean be destroyed by one moment of 
carelessness,” points out P. M. Chaimov, 
manager of our Freight Protection Mer- 
chandise and Station Service, empha- 
sizing the importance of the current 
nationwide “Carcful Car Handling Cam- 
paign.” 

“Shippers entrust to us all kinds of 
goods for safe shipment to destination. 
Damage to these goods not only may 
bring ill-will, but also may result in the 
shipper next time sending his goods 
by some other means of transport, re- 
ducing our business and thereby en- 
dangering the security of our jabs,” 
Chaimov declares. 


Importance of the nationwide cam- 
paign is shown by the fact that by far 
the largest number of claims occur as 
result of careless handling of cars that 


travel on several railroads in the course 
of carrying a shipment. Rough ear 
handling is recognized as the greatest 
single cause, the damage being in- 
creased by improper loading. 


Careful handling is a matter of tean- 
work, Chaimovy emphasizes—teamwork 
among railroads and teamwork among 
employes on individual railroads. “Jm- 
proper handling of an interline car by 
just one railryad results in our sharing 
the blame and expense. Careless work 
by just one employe may nullify all the 
carefulness of hundreds.” 

Although October is “Careful Car 
Handling Month” as far as national 
publicity is concerned, on Southern Pa- 
cific cvery month is Careful Car Han- 
dling Month, Chaimoy says, and he is 
continually trying to show gemployes 
how their own interests, as well as those 
of the shippers, are best served by al- 
ways being carcful.

be eliminated.

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Good Safety Record 
Can Be Still Better 


O* our railroad every month this 
year fewer employes have been in- 
jured than in the corresponding month 
a year ago, reporis M. A. Nugent, su- 
perintendent of safety, For seven 
months this year our accident rate was 
lower than for any other seven months’ 
period in our history. 

However, despite our improve- 
ment, 487 of our fellow employes 
suffered injuries in the first eight 
mouths of this year sufficiently 
serious to be reported to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

Most. accidents can be prevented, 
Nugent declares. As proof that our 
safety record can be further improved 
he points to several units of our rail- 


road, including some shops and yards, 
which have perfect safety records ex- 
tending back over several years, adding 
up to 18 million man-hours without 2 
reportable accident, 

Despite safety devices such as safety 
shoes, safety goggles, hard hats—the 
best way to keep from getting hurt is 
to work safely. Last month the top 
supervisors of various departments were 
called into conferences to impress on 
them the need to watch and warn the 
rest of us of unsafe habits into which 
we may have fallen. 

Despite our good record, we still rank 
tenth in safety among the’ 17 largest 
railroads of the nation.

HE roadway of the SP-owned North- 

western Pacific, which winds along 
the forested canyon of the Eel River to 
serve the rapidly growing freight traffic 
of the Redwoud Empire of northern 
California, is being improved by two 
costly projects. 

Also, h plan to readjust passenger 
train service so as to provide greater 
freight carrying capacity has heen pro- 
posed, according to G. L. Morrison, vice 
president and general manager of the 
railroad. 

One project, scheduled to be com- 
pleted about December 1, has involved 
virtually the entire rebuilding of tunnel 
31 near ‘Fort Seward about 75 miles 
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from Eureka, as result of a disastrous 
fire. After the fire the tunnel was re- 
timbered oversize and now a concrete 
lining is being installed inside the 
wooden lining without interfering with 
train service, 

The second project involves the by- 
passing of a 664-foot tunnel at Eel 
Rock, about 65 miles south of Eureka, 
and will also include the construction 
of a siding there Jong enough to allow 
an 85-car train to clear the main line. 
This project got under way last month 
and should be completed by end of the 
year, according to W. M. Jaekle, chief 
engineer. 

Growing Fast 

The strengthening and modernizing 
of the track matches the spectacular 
industrial growth of the area, says P. 
P. Dougherty, general freight agent for 
the railroad. He reports that in Hum- 
boldt County alone there are ten times 
more lumber mills in operation now 
than in 1941, and this growth has been 
accompanied by an increase in other 
activity throughout the territory. 
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IMPROVING 


The readjustment of the passenger 
train serv is described in an appli- 
cation filed last month with the C: 
fornia Public Utilities Commission. 
Proposal is to remove the one pair of 
poorly patronized night passenger trains, 
one train through in each direction 
between San Rafael and Eureka, and to 
inaugurate instead a shorter run in day- 
light hours from Willits to Seuth Fork 
and back 1o Willits in the evening. 


Claude E. Peterson, vice president of 
passenger traffic-public relations for our 
System, says out-of-pocket loss on the 
present NWP passenger trains totals 
$317,000 2 year, compared to $100,000 
a year which he estimates would be lost 
in the proposed service between Willits 
and South Fork, “What’s more,” he

points out, “the nearly-empty passenger 
trains of are a bottleneck to the 
quick-movement of the Redwood Em- 
pire’s heavy freight traffic.” 


As explained by Morrison, a passen- 
ger train occupies about twice as much 
on the line as docs a freight 

in, because the passenger train has 
priority, and freights must wait for it 
on sidings. 

The proposed daytime train would 
serve an area of the Eel River Canyon

where highway transportation is limited. 
Because of its relatively short run it 
would not interfere with freight traihe 
nearly as much as do the through trains. 


Stubborn Fire 


The fire June 30 in the tunuel near 
Fort Seward was ene of the most stub- 
born in the history of western railroads, 
and resultant damage kept the line 
closed while 140 men plus machines 
worked day and night until they suc- 
ceeded in reopening it July 27. Burning 
timbers had dropped to the floor of the 
tunnel and burned for three days, finally 
being extinguished by water pumped 
from the Eel River at the rate of 30,000 
gallons an hour. Much of the tunnel 
collapsed, and efforts to convert it to 
an open cut were repeatedly set back 
by recurring slides of the foose earth 
and rock, until the “daylighting” plans 
had to be abandoned and the new over- 
size timber tunnel lining was built for- 
ward fyot by foot through the crumbling 
earth, preparatory to the concreting 
that is now going en. 

After the temporary timber tunnel 
was reopened, extra locomotive: 
mented NWP’s modern radio-equipped 
diesel fleet to speed the handling of 
freight products which had been 
dammed up awaiting movement to and 
from the Eureka area; thus restoring 
rail service to its usual busy normal.

[Te narrow gauge locomotive No. 
8 went “home” last month. 

She was presented by Southern Pacific 
to the people of the State of Nevada, 
September 18, at a ceremony at the 
Washoe County Fair, Reno. 

There to accept her on behalf of his 
people was Governor Charles H. Russell. 
Giving her away for our railroad were 
Assistant General Manager W. D, Lamp- 
recht from San Francisco, and Salt Lake 
Division Superintendent V. E. Anderson 
from Ogden. 

No, 8 was a ten-wheeler built by the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works and placed 
in service in 1907 on the Nevada-Cali- 
fornia-Oregon railroad that ran north- 
ward from Reno to Alturas, California, 
and later was extended to Lakeview, 
Oregon. After the line was standard 
gauged No. 8 was moved to our former 
Carson & Colorado Railroad which ran 
south from near Carson City, Nevada, 
and over into California’s Owens Valley 
east of Mt. Whitney. After the Nevada 
part of that line, too, was standard 
gauged, little No. 8 ran only in Cali- 
fornia.

OW a whole town was moved some 
30 miles on railroad cars a half 
century ago was described in a pageant 
at the Washoe County Fair in Reno Jast 
month, honoring the 50th anniversary 
of Sparks, Nevada.

Before Sparks was created, our di- 
vision point was located at Wadsworth.

Serious Fires 
Hit California 


MAITENANCE of way forces dem- 
onstrated their abilities as fire 
fighters last month when California was 
hit by some of the worst brush and 
forest fires in her history. 

The main coast highway between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco was closed 
by flames, September 6, and the same 
fire burned up to our track in the vi- 
cinity of Gaviota north of Santa Barbara. 
Principal damage was to pole lines, 
making it necessary to restore between 
60 and 70 miles of wires before trains 
could be operated normally. 

Three fire trains, bulldozers for cut- 
ting of firebresks, and other equipment 
manned by maintenance forces protected 
the track while linemen and track forces 
quickly restored service. No trains were 
cancelled, and delays were confined to 
two periods, mostly at night, September 
6 and 7. 


For California as a whole the Sep- 
“tember fires destroyed an estimated 
$10,000,000 worth of timber, which will 
take 70 to 100 years to replace. Fighting 
the fires was said to have cost the Fed- 
eral Government more than $2,500,000. 


Pacific Freight Lines 
Leased by PMT Company 


[et by the Pacific Motor Trucking 
Company of the equipment, operat- 
ing rights and certain property of the 
Pacific Freight Lines has been author- 
ized by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the California Public Utili- 
ties Commission, 


The lease, effective September 14, per- 
mits. PMT. operation of all PFL fran- 
chises. These cover the territory encom- 
passing San Francisco, Sacramento and 
vicinity on the north, south through to 
Los Angeles, San Diego and Calexico, 
and east to Phocnix and Tucson. 


All local and interline joint rates of 
Pacific Freight Lines will be continued 
by PMT. Also, depot facilities as well 
as freight claim services of PMT will 
now be available to those who have been 
using Pacific Freight Lines. Approxi- 
mately 3,900 vehicles will be operated 
in the combined service in Oregon, 
California, Nevada, Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and Texas. 


The leasing authority is on a tem- 
porary basis pending action by the ICC 
on PMT’s application to purchase oper- 
ating rights and property of PFL. The 
California Commission has already ap- 
proved both the lease and purchase 
transactions,

Add 1% 
cup-raisins and % cup chopped nuts 10

smooth after each addition. Last of 
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all, mash 2 or 3 bananas with a fork 
{enough to make I cup), stir it in, and 
pour the batter inte a greased-and- 
floured loaf pan.

PICKLES ON A SCHEDULE! 

Mrs. Rudolph Rojohn, Jr., of Stockton, 
California, sends this recipe for Sweet 
Pickles that ruo on time schedule, for 
sure. Rudolph is a Yardman in the 
Stockton Yard. And here are the crisp 
pickles for which Mrs. R. is famous. 


Start at 2:00 P.M. In a hig crock 
put 7 Ibs. sliced eucumbers; 2 cups 
dehydrated Hime; and 2 gullons water. 
Let this stand 24 hours. Stir occasion- 
ally. Drain and rinse thoroughly with 
cold water. 


Next Afternoon. Combine and cook: 
2 quarts vinegar; 44% Ibs. (9 cups) 
sugar; 1 tablespoon each sail and mixed 
spices; 1 teaspoon cach whole cloves and 
celery seeds; and 1 small bottle green 
food coloring. When this all comes to 
a boil, pour it over the drained-and- 
rinsed cucumbers. Let stand overnight. 


Next Morning. Heat cucumbers and 
syrup to boiling and let boil 35 minutes. 
Pour into sterilized jars and seal. Makes 
11 pints.
